HUMBLY  SHEWETH, 

That  your  Petitioners,  amounting  to  seventy  Families,  containing  four 
hundred  and  ten  Souls,  belonging  chiefly  to  the  most  distressed  of  the  Operative  class,  namely  Wbavbrs, 
who  are  incapable,  with  their  utmost  exertions,  to  earn  a  sufficient  livelihood,  independent  of  household  ex- 
penditure and  clothing,  for  their  wretched  families. 

That  their  inability  to  pay  house-rents,  church  accommodation,  or  obtain  the  means  of  moral  education 
for  their  children,  or  any  of  tho  most  common  necessaries  of  life;  that  these  accumulated  trains  of  evil  i,  has 
combined  to  place  your  Petitioners  in  a  very  low  degree  of  poverty  and  destitution,  while  the  charitable 
contributions  of  their  humane  countrymen  only  serve  to  prolong  an  ignoble  life  of  pauperism  and  starvation. 

That  your  Petitioners  have  appealed  to  the  Honourable  the  House  of  Commons  for  three  successive 
Sessions,  for  a  grant  of  Land,  with  their  passage  out  to  Canada,  with  maintenance  for  a  year,  when  they  at 
length,  received  an  answer  from  the  Right  Hon.  Sir  George  Murray,  with  his  ready  compliance  of  a  grant 
OF  LAND,  and  he  will  also  recommend  the  Petitioners  to  the  immediate  notice  of  the  Canadian  Government, 
along  with  every  reasonable  assistance  on  his  part ;  but  as  it  lias  been  the  custom  of  Emigrants  to  find  their 
own  passage-money,  the  Petitioners  patronised  by  the  highest  Official  Authority  in  tb«  city  of  Glasgow, 
commenced  their  appeal  to  the  Charitable  and  well  C  '.bdoswI  early  in  the  Spring  of  last  year,  and  <;ontinued 
their  exertions  raising  subscriptions  until  May.  But  finding  the  sum  realised  inadequate  to  complete  their 
undertaking,  they,  with  the  advice  of  the  gentlemen  who  nfliciate  as  their  Committee,  agreed  to  suspend 
further  operations  for  the  Season,  when  they  addressed  a  second  communication  to  the  Colonial  Secretary, 
to  ascertain  if  the  Grant  would  be  continued  until  the  Spring  of  183 1,  wht:n  they  received  an  answer  in  the 
affirmative. 

That  your  Petitioners  beg  to  return  their  grateful  acknowledgments  to  the  Benevolent  Ladies  and 
Gentlemen,  who  have  hitherto  kindly  assisted  their,  witli  their  subscriptions,  and  hopes,  being  necessitated, 
as  a  last  effort,  to  resume  their  appeal  to  the  Wealthy  and  Benevolent,  to  meet  with  such  countenance  and 
support  as  will  enable  them  to  carry  the  only  permanent  measure  of  relief  they  can  think  of,  into  full  effect, 
this  season. 

Helying  upon  your  assistance,  however  small  the  sum  contributed, 
your  Petitioners  will  ever  pray,  &c.

SIR, 

I  am  directed  by  Viscount  Goderich,  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  yonr  letter  of 
the  IStli  instant,  and  to  acquaint  you,  that  the  reasonable  assistance  which  the  Emigrants  from  Glasgow 
were  led  to  expect  from  Sir  George  Murray,  will  be  afforded  to  them  by  Lord  Goderich,  viz.,  the  service 
of  an  agent  in  conducting  the  party  from  their  landing  at  Quebec  to  the  place  of  location,  with  fifty  acres 
of  land  to  each  family,  and  one  hundred  acres  to  the  leader  of  the  party.  The  precise  spot  of  location  must 
depend  on  the  land,  which  is  available  on  the  arrival  of  the  Emigrants,  and  cannot  be  fixed  upon  except  by 
the  Local  Government.
